We discuss finances at each business meeting but that doesn't inform those of you who 
can't attend. Next month I'll present some info on income and expenses but this month 
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will be on changes and status. 


The major change this year has been to create an education fund that was started with 

the money Steve Horan got for his creation of a study guide for ham licensing. That 
work provided $2500 to create our fund. The money is used to buy materials and conduct 
our own classes. Of course we charge fees for those classes and have managed to 
basically cover the costs so far. The money in this account has been put in a separate 
local bank. 


Our other money is split between a savings account and a checking account, both at 
another local bank. The savings account provides miniscule interest but CDs don't look 
very attractive right now. The numbers as of 130ct04 were as follows:

Savings - $5148.43 
Education - $2417.79
